Nigeria, Valuable and Growing Market 
for British Goods

HE FEDERATION OF NIGERIA, with an area greater than any country in Western Europe 

and a population of upwards of 34 million people, offers great opportunities to United Kingdom 

manufacturers and exporters. Nigeria’s early development, with its vast buying potential 

and natural resources, was built up largely by British trading interests and there is a strong bond 

of mutual good will linking the two countries. But many United Kingdom exporters are only just 
beginning to discover and to appreciate the extent of the market that Nigeria offers. 


Nigeria is one of the expanding markets for British goods, and in spite of severe foreign competi- 
tion, British exporters seem to be holding and increasing their lead. For the period January-October 
1954, out of total imports amounting to £94-0 million, the United Kingdom supplied goods to t he 
value of £43-8 million, In the period January-October 1955 (the last date for which figures are 
available) total imports amounted to £108-7 million, out of which the United Kingdom supplied 
£50-9 million worth. The nearest foreign competitor in 1954 was Western Germany, with £8-5 


million, and for 1955 Japan, with a figure of £12-6 million, as against £6-3 million in 1954. 


From examination of the Nigerian trading figures it can soon be seen that there is, however, no 
room for complacency on the part of United Kingdom exporters. It is quite certain that the visit of 
Her Majesty the Queen will stimulate interest in Nigeria enormously, and this interest is bound to 
encourage international commercial concerns to pay even greater attention to a country which has 
such remarkable possibilitie-. 


Trade between Nigeria and the United Kingdom dates back to the sixteenth and seventeenth 
centuries. In the ecrly days, trade was confined almost entirely to the coastal and creek areas, but 
was extended inland as traders began to appreciate the possibility of the internal wealth of the 
country, and there was a large measure of exploration and opening up of the interior. Much of the 
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early trading was based primarily on barter. The products of Nigeria 
were measured and priced by the ‘piece,’ and the goods brought in 
by the traders had an equivalent measure or value of pieces. The 
general basis worked out at approximately 2s. per piece, and therefore 
greatly simplified barter. Even up to this day the majority of the 
smaller traders still prefer to do their business on the basis of shillings. 
It is a familiar sight to see these small traders and their many assistants 
arriving at the banks with specially measured and constructed wooden 
trays with poundsworth of shillings arranged in such a way that 
they may be easily counted. Many of them are still reluctant to use 
paper money, but recently £5 notes were introduced into the currency 
and are beginning to find favour. 


It was not until 1914, when the two (Northern and Southern) 
Protectorates were combined under the first Governor-General of 
Nigeria, that the real pattern of present-day trade emerged. In more 
recent times the overall trade figures for the the period 1937-1955 


illustrate the staggering progress that has been made. The figures 
are:

The Federation of Nigeria consists of the Federal territory of 
Lagos, the Eastern, Western and Northern Regions and the Southern 
Cameroons, a United Nations Trust Territory administered as part 
of the Federation. The Regions have considerable autonomy within 
the Federation and the Nigerian market can no longer be thought 
of in terms of Lagos alone. The establishment of Regional develop- 
ment schemes and the industrialization being carried out on a Regional 
basis are leading to increased demands by the Regional Governments 
for capital equipment and consumer goods. The opportunities which 
the development of the Regions offers can be lost to the United 
Kingdom’s competitors unless exporters keep in touch with the 
Regions, preferably by regular visits by their representatives but, at 
the least, by making sure that their agents offer adequate coverage of 
the Regions. There is a similar necessity for exporters of equipment 
which requires maintenance and after-sales servicing to ensure that 
these are available not only in the capital, but also in the Regions. A 
complaint often heard in Nigeria is that when spare parts are required 
for equipment and vehicles they cannot be obtained from the local 


agents and can only be got from the United Kingdom after months 
of delay. 


Personal Visits Pay Dividends 


Many firms are finding that regular visits to Nigeria by one of 
their experts pay dividends. Apart from the need to visit the Regions 
regularly, it is important to maintain contact with local agents. The 
fact is that any firm or commission agent — of whom there are only a 
limited number — representing a United Kingdom manufacturer has 
insufficient time to give full attention to a sales drive for every one of 
the products he represents. He is faced with much frustration, mainly 
over communications, and he welcomes the visit of an expert from 
his principals. British firms who are interested in the market should 
make arrangements to send one of their senior men to study conditions 
here really thoroughly. 


Nigeria is often looked upon merely as a ‘price market.’ To a large 
extent it remains true that price is the main factor in selling to Nigeria 
but there are indications that purchasers are beginning to appreciate 
the advantages of buying quality goods even though they may be 
more expensive. This is true, for instance, in the case of some textiles. 
During the past three years, sales of British textiles have been badly 
hit by foreign competition, particularly from Japan. But import 
figures show that sales of British woollen goods of the higher qualities 
are increasing. There are a number of reasons for the growth of 
quality consciousness; perhaps the most important is the rise in 
personal incomes and the introduction of minimum wage rates. 

Nigeria offers a market for the broadest range of United Kingdom 
products but, from time to time, there is adverse comment that 
must be faced if the market is to be held and expanded. These 
criticisms cover late delivery, lack of spare parts, inadequate packing, 
lack of sufficient attention to the individual requirements of Nigeria

and infrequent visits by representatives to study the market on the 
spot. If these faults can be overcome, there is ample scope for the 
expansion of British trade, as can be seen from the following details 
of British participation in some of Nigeria’s principal imports. 


Bicycles always present an encouraging story, but foreign power- 
assisted cycles are coming into the market and with the rising standards 
of living they are bound to be popular, owing to the lack of public 
transport. In 1954, United Kingdom firms sent bicycles to the value 
of approximately £1,700,000, out of a total of £1,713,000. In 1955, 
up to October, Nigeria bought United Kingdom bicycles to the 
value of £1,546,000, out of a total of £1,552,000.

Pharmaceuticals is one of the items which is showing a healthy 
rise. This is not surprising, as some of the leading United Kingdom 
firms have now established subsidiary companies in Nigeria and are 
able to carry stocks. In 1954, out of total imports of £1:1 million, 
United Kingdom firms supplied £1-0 million. The latest figures, up 
to October 1955, are equally encouraging as United Kingdom firms 
exported {1-1 million worth, out of a total of Ps: -2 million. 

Cement reveals another encouraging story. For the year 1954 
United Kingdom firms sent here £2-5 Zien ‘worth, out of a total 
of £3-0 million. In 1955, up to the end of October, the total value 
of imported cement was £3-1 million, of which exports from the 
United Kingdom amounted to £2-6 million. 


Corrugated iron sheets this year from the United Kingdom 
accounted for 50 per cent. of the total imports. 


Lager beer is the favourite beer drunk in Nigeria and although

the local brewers are increasing their production and opening another 
brewery in the Eastern Region, large quantities of beer are still 
imported. 


Business efficiency equipment is another export item which is 
gaining ground. Several of the leading firms have established special 
Business Equipment Departments. In 1954, out of a total import 
amounting to £166,667, the United Kingdom supplied £130,676 
worth. Up to September 1955, the United Kingdom had supplied 
£114,467 worth out of a total of £152,318. 


When it is realized that it is only during the past five years that cold 
storage service really expanded, it can be seen just how much scope 
there is for frozen food manufacturers. To-day there are reasonable 
cold storage facilities in most of the main centres, and in Lagos alone, 
where in 1954 there was only one such store, there are now seven. 
Every mail boat, which arrives each fortnight, seems to bring some- 
thing new in frozen foods packed by British firms. Shipping companies 
are also increasing their refrigerated space in readiness for the antici- 
pated demand for this modern food production. There is also a chance 
that a British air company may even fly certain foods here. This may 
be just a rumour, but it is another indication of the trends in trade. 
After all, it is not very long ago that people living here had little or 
no chance of refrigeration in their homes.

The United Kingdom is Nigeria’s best customer, taking approxi- 
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mately 75 per cent. of her main produce items. In 1954 the United 

purchased to the value of £16-0 million; 
raw cocoa beans to the value of over £24-0 million; and ground nuts 
to the value of £25-0 million. It has been like this for many years. For 
the 15 years up to the end of 1953 the United Kingdom bought 
approximately £600-0 million of the total value of £750-0 million 
production of raw materials exported from Nigeria. British shipping 
also plays a great part. 682 of the vessels which entered Nigerian 
ports, out of a total of 1,418 in 1954, were British. In the first half of 
1955, approximately 50 per cent. of the vessels tying up in Nigerian 
ports were British. In 1954, 1-7 million tons of goods were unloaded 
in Nigerian ports, and this tonnage is rapidly increasing, owing to 
the fact that the new and well-equipped Apapa wharves at Lagos 
(Nigeria’s main port) are almost completed 

Alongside the provision of new wharfage, the Apapa Industrial 
Estate is also developing rapidly. Nearly all the sites have been sold, 
and there will be a complete new community there when the Estate 
is finished. Plans have been made to build housing, schools, churches 
and a cinema to meet the requirements of several thousand people on 
the housing estate being built adjacent to the Industrial Estate. In 
fact, Apapa may become the leading industrial centre of Nigeria. 

During the four years since the United Kingdom Trade Com- 
mission office was opened in Lagos, a number of the leading figures 
in Nigeria’s commercial community have retired, making way for 
the younger man. These ‘old-coasters,’ some of whom were here for 
25 to 36 years, should certainly be praised for the wonderful work 
of pioneering, and no doubt both Nigerian and British interests have 
been well served by these men, and will continue to benefit from the 
foundations laid by them. 

Nigeria’s constitutional development is expected to lead to self- 
Government within the Commonwealth. There are differing views 
on how this will affect the country’s economy, but with the bond which 
has already been soundly formed between Nigeria and British com- 
mercial interests, it will surely be a challenge to both sides to create 
further progress in the new era which will be brought into being by 
the Royal Visit. 
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Big Projects Carried Out by 
British Contractors

her tour of Nigeria are visits to the following projects, which are 
being carried out by Richard Costain Limited and by Costain (West 
Africa) Limited: 

Oji River Power Station - Thursday, February 9. 

New Apapa Wharf — Friday, February 10. 

Ijora ‘B’ Power Station — Friday, February 10. 

Ibadan Teaching Hospital - Tuesday, February 14. 

The visits to the new Apapa Wharf and the Ijora ‘B’ Power Station 
will be for the purpose of opening these projects. 

The new Apapa Wharf extension has given Lagos one of the most 
up-to-date of the world’s smaller ports. Built at a cost of £44 million, 
the new 2,565 ft. long wharf provides berthing accommodation for 
five ships. The port facilities, which include large transit sheds, 
shipping offices, customs house, large warehouse and other stores, 
are built on an area of 100 acres reclaimed from the harbour bed. 


Oji River Power Station 


Nearly 200 miles up-country in the Eastern Province of Nigeria 
the Oji River Power Station nears completion. It is a constructional 
project in the pioneering tradition, built in bush country on the banks 
of a river that has seen little change in centuries; every bag of cement 
that was needed had to be obtained from England and hauled 200 
miles from Port Harcourt, together with the 1,200 tons of steel 
required. 

The Station is being constructed for the Electricity Corporation of 
Nigeria to provide electric power for Enugu, capital city of the

Province, and the surrounding areas. In this area is mined the only 
coal so far found in Nigeria, and conveyance from the mine to the 
stacking area of the power station is by means of an aerial ropeway 
now being erected, which passes through some 16 miles of bush land. 
The total output of the station, which is built of steel frame covered 
with asbestos sheeting, will be 15,000 kW. 


It is expected that Her Majesty will unveil a plaque during her 
visit. 


Ijora ‘B’ Power Station 


Ijora ‘B’ Power Station, one of the largest and most modern in 
British West Africa, is sited on a reclaimed mangrove swamp on Iddo 
Island at the northern end of Lagos Harbour. It is being constructed 
for the Electricity Corporation of Nigeria to augment the power supply 
to Lagos, and will have an ultimate capacity of 85,000 kW. 


The superstructure conforms with general modern practice and 
consists of a structural steel frame with concrete blockwork walls; 
but an unusual feature is the reinforced concrete raft on which it 
has to ‘float.’ This is 45,000 sq. ft. in area: not the first floating raft 
to be built, but far and away the largest. 


Visit to Ibadan 


When the Queen and the Duke of Edinburgh leave on Saturday, 
February 11, for a visit to Ibadan they will board the train at the 
most modern railway station in West Africa — the new Lagos Terminus 
opened in May 1955 by the acting Governor-General. 


At Ibadan the Royal party will visit the University College Hospital, 
which is now in an advanced stage of construction. This is the first 
teaching hospital to be built in Nigeria. It will provide beds for 500 
in-patients, with operating theatres, pathological, X-ray, research 
and other facilities comparable with those of a modern teaching 
hospital in the United Kingdom.

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THE MINISTER OF sTATE, Mr. A. R. W. Low, visited Canada 
from January 19 to 27. He had discussions with Canadian Ministers 
and business men and made two major speeches at Toronto and 
Montreal. 

Mr. Low spoke to the Toronto Board of Trade on January 23 
about the unfinished battle for exports. Against the background of 
developments in our economy in the last year or two and Britain’s 
commercial and Commonwealth trade policy, he stressed the impor- 
tance of Anglo-Canadian trade. He concluded his speech as follows: 

‘But let us be clear on three points about the present. 

*The first point is one I have already made to you: namely that the 
British Government is busy now creating the conditions at home in 
which manufacturers will be more eager to sell overseas and will be 
better able to offer quick delivery because home demand will be 
reduced. 

‘My second is that a great deal is being done and successfully done 
about selling British products in Canada. But merits go unsung while 
lapses from virtue are the talk of the town. 

*You have only to read the newspapers to be reminded of the truth 
of that — on all their pages and in all countries! 

‘Always and in all countries some manufacturers let some of their 
customers down. If a sinner is a manufacturer this side of the Atlantic 
that is just his personal fault. But if it is a British manufacturer a 
chorus is very ready to shout that it is because the customer was 
foolish enough to buy British. That is, of course, with great respect: 
nonsensical. 

“The great majority of orders from Britain are the ones that you 


hear nothing about because they are fulfilled quietly and satisfactorily 
at the right time. 


‘It Takes Two to Make Trade’ 


“The third point is this. It takes two to make trade. The buyer must 
want to buy, as much as the seller must want to sell. 

‘It is in the nature of buyers that they want to buy the best. A good 
seller will persuade the buyer that he is selling the best. But over here 
there are prejudices of North American geography, as I might call 
them, which lead some buyers to assume that what is best for them 
comes from the South. To them I say just this — 

‘Quite a number of Canadians who have been over to Britain 
recently finding out for themselves what there is in our industry - 
particularly those who have come over in industrial missions organized 
by the Dollar Council and their friends here —- know they 
have not wasted their time. To all who will come to look at British 
industry I promise a warm 

‘In asking more of you to come to see us I am not subtracting one 
jot from the duty that we know is ours as sellers — the duty of actively 
and energetically selling our goods. 

‘In the last 20 minutes I have told you of Britain’s aims and her 
problems in the battle for exports - the unfinished battle that can 
never be finished. 

“To state my confidence in what has been done and in our ability 
to do more in future, is not, I hope to show complacency, nor to 
neglect the lessons of the past. I have not come here to preach to you. 
Few, if any, countries in the world have done more to help in the free 
flow of world trade. There is a fund of good will between our Govern- 
ments and our traders, to sustain a flourishing and expanding trade.

‘And the second thing I would like to say is this. Would it not help 
you to buy the best for yourself if more of your business men made a 
closer and keener study of what British industry has to offer, whether 


by the visits I have mentioned or by talking to agents and organizations 
in Canada. 


‘A few days in Canada has been enough to set fire to my enthusiasm 
for your country and its future. Your immense natural resources, the 
excitement and rapidity of their exploitation, your high standard of 
living, your industrious and growing population—here are the 
opportunities; and in the long run rich rewards. 


*3,000 miles to the east we in Britain are striving to exploit our 
greatest natural resource, our scientific and technical skill. 


‘Just as in Canada, so in Britain, this is the age of opportunity. 
Let each of us share more fully in the other’s opportunities. That 
way, the way of more trade, lies greater prosperity, greater security 
and a better world.’ 


Progress of British Industry 


In his address to the Montreal Rotary Club on January 24, Mr. Low 
took as his theme the progress of British industry since the war. He 
explained the great strides forward which had been made since 1945 
when Britain’s resources had been seriously depleted. He then said: 


‘In the ten years since the war the pattern of our export trade has 
been rapidly changing. This is fundamentally important as proof that 
our economy is flexible and able to adapt itself to the requirements of 
the present age here in Canada as well as in the world. 


“To-day, our exports of textiles and other consumer goods no 
longer bulk as large as they did in 1938. They are still important, and 
always will be because of the large demand for our high quality pro- 
ducts. But as secondary industries have grown everywhere the 
markets for the normal run of these goods have shrunk. 


‘It has been quite different with engineering goods. In 1938 they 


‘represented about one quarter of our total exports; last year, only just 


below 40 per cent. of a total export trade about 75 per cent. as large 
again as in pre-war days.’ 


Mr. Low also gave examples of the resource and inventiveness of 
our engineers and scientists and concluded on the following note: 


‘If a Canadian business man asks me ‘“‘Why should I buy such and 
such a machine or manufacture from Britain?” I might give him 
either of two answers, I might say ‘‘Because the more you Canadians 
buy from us the more dollars we shall have wherewith to buy from 
you what you want to sell to us.” Or I might say “Because it is in your 
own direct interests to do so: we can give you the best value for 
money.” 


“These two answers are of course perfectly consistent one with the 
other. But it is the second that I have wished to emphasize. You 
may not be as well acquainted with what Britain has to offer as with 
what the United States and Canada herself have to offer. Of course, 
I am not saying this is your fault. We are further off and, let me 
frankly admit it, we are often not as good salesmen as the merits of 
our goods deserve. 


Production and Delivery 


‘My theme to-day has been 10 years of progress. Is it not well 
worth your while before you commit- yourself elsewhere to find out 
what: Britain has to offer? Very many Canadians have done this and 
are thankful for it. They have not been content to learn at second 
hand what we have to offer. They have gone to look for themselves. 


‘But some of you may be thinking that while British production 
may be very good you cannot get delivery until too late. It is perfectly 
true that for some kinds of goods our manufacturers have long order 
books; they are not alone in this. At least it shows that a lot of people 
think their products worth waiting for. But it would be quite wrong to 
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suppose that you cannot get prompt delivery of orders from Britain. 
For many kinds of goods firms can give you delivery quickly, and there 
are many who have efficient agents or selling organizations in Canada 
for after-sales servicing. 

‘It has been very useful to me to hear at first hand criticisms, 
constructive criticisms, of some of Britain’s efforts to sell more in 
Canada. It has been even more useful to hear how British firms have 
succeeded in selling well in Canada, These successes have often been 
overlooked, They are not a surprise to me. 

“Total British exports have been increasing these last two years at 
an average annual rate of 6 per cent. in a very competitive world. And in 
Canada our sales these last six months have been worth over 20 per 
cent. more than in the last six months of 1954. 


‘It has been said that the average Englishman has so deep a reverence 
for antiquity that he would rather be wrong than recent. If ever this 
was so, it is so no longer. Our engineers, our scientists and our 
technicians are not living in —- or on — the past: they have their eyes 
on the future, on a future which I believe will bring the trading 
relations between Canada and Britain even closer than they are to-day. 


‘For it is on the future and not on the past or the present that my 
thoughts are concentrated. The past and the present have useful 
lessons for us, lessons of which the valuable discussions held last 
week between your Dollar Sterling Trade Council and our Dollar 
Exports Council have taken full account. 


‘Let no one think that having recited past and present achievements 
1 am complacent about the future. 

‘I am not complacent, but I am confident, because I know that 
British industry is ready and able to expand its trade with Canada 
and with the world. 

‘No country has done more than Canada to encourage the freer 
flow of trade in the world. No country offers to her citizens and her 
friends greater opportunities than Canada. It is at once a privilege and 
an inspiration to have come here.’

Airborne Special 
NINETY THOUSAND invitations to the British Industries Fair to 
be held at Earls Court, London, from February 22 to March 2, are 
being sent to businessmen t Britain. With them are folders 
giving information of what products, principally consumer goods, 
will be shown by the 500 exhibitors. In addition, 40,000 invitation 
cards are being sent by exhibitors themselves to home buyers. 

‘Thousands of buyers from more than 50 countries will also attend 
the Fair. One Swedish firm plans to charter a plane to bring 40 of its 
recency ie act ep ae The biggest contingent of 
buyers from abroad is expected from Australia, followed by the 
United States, Germany, Holland, India and Pakistan.

‘Exports to Canada Can be 
Increased’ 
- Minister of State 


SPEAKING to a number of press correspondents in London on 
Tuesday, Mr. A. R. W. Low, Minister of State, Board of Trade, 
affirmed that British exports to Canada could be increased. This was 
particularly true of the many engineering goods which Britain sold 
all over the world. 

The Minister of State pointed out that Britain’s share of total 
Canadian imports in 1955 was 9 per cent. — about half that of 1939 
and a slightly smaller share than 1953 or 1954. 

Our main competitor was the United States, which supplied to 
Canada 85 to 90 per cent. of much of the machinery she imported 
and over 90 per cent. of motor cars. The United States had great 
advantages from her geographical position, as well as in the field of 
advertising. But the United Kingdom could derive much benefit 
from the great goodwill shown for Britain by Canadians. The Minister 
pointed out that goodwill alone did not sell goods. Goods had to be 
available and they had to be actively sold. 

A number of criticisms of British exports were voiced by Canadian 
businessmen to the Minister of State, based on individual experiences. 
Tt had been said that in some cases there were more orders available 
than goods from Britain to fulfil them. In other words, we could sell 
more to Canada if the goods were available. Again, it was said that 
goods were not always available at the right time or else they could 
not be delivered soon enough for the Canadian manufacturer. There 
had also been complaints that Britain’s prices were too high and that 
British designs were not suitable for Canadian taste, notably in the 
case of cottons and rayons; he had found no criticism of woollen 
products on this count. Finally there was the complaint that the supply 
of spares was insufficient. © 

Mr. Low emphasized that in North America short delivery was 
the rule even for machinery; sometimes the United States was able 
to supply machinery ‘off the shelf.’ In Canada manufacturers expected 
to go ahead with plans for equipping and modernising their plants 
more quickly than in most of Britain’s other markets. Even if United 
Kingdom machines were better and cheaper orders would still go to 
the United States if the time factor was not right. 

Mr: Low stressed the consequences of inadequate performance by 
individual manufacturers; they led to generalizations about the late 
delivery or poor design of British products. These general impressions, 
however unjustified, were often difficult to dispel. 

Turning to the action required in these circumstances, Mr. Low 
referred to the need for industry to publicize the successes we had 
had in Canada, recalling that Canadians would take us at our own 
valuation. The economic policy being followed by the Government 
would help our exporters by removing excessive demand in this 
country; there was no market of which this was more true than Canada. 
It was noteworthy that our experience of exporting to the United 
States compared favourably with that to Canada, and the explanation 
partly lay in the fact that engineering goods, for which steel was 


required, formed a larger percentage of our exports to Canada. 
Lastly, Mr. Low expressed his conviction that if more British manu- 
facturers were aware of the opportunities in Canada, they would go 
out there and try to sell more in this market. 

The Minister referred appreciatively to the work of the Dollar 
Exports Council and the Dollar Sterling Trade Council, with whose 
Chairman, Mr. James Duncan, he had had long and helpful discussions. 
At the joint meeting in Toronto of the Dollar Exports Council and 
the Dollar Sterling Trade Council it had been agreed that more 
missions from Canada should follow those from the Canadian pulp 
and paper industry, mining industry and others. In Canada itself 
the United Kingdom would be arranging a scientific and technical 
exhibition at the Canadian National Exhibition next August. This 
would help to remedy the lack of full understanding among Canadians 
of technical developments in the United Kingdom. 

In conclusion, the Minister underlined the significance of the figures 
for United Kingdom — Canadian trade. While Canada took from Britain 
about 9 per cent. of her total imports, she sent to Britain 17 per cent. 
of all she exported. Some 9 per cent. of United Kingdom imports 
were obtained from Canada; this was a low figure, and we should 
like to import more. But the percentage of United Kingdom exports 
which went to Canada was no more than 5 per cent. of total United 
Kingdom exports. These figures provided a-measure of the opportunity 
for both countries to increase trade with one another.

It was agreed that the two Governments would 
continue to consult together from time to time about problems of 
importance affecting the rubber industry. 
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Changes in Fixed Capital Expenditure 1954-1956 
Shown by New Board of Trade Inquiry 


In yuLy 1955 the Board of Trade started a regular inquiry to obtain 
up-to-date information about capital expenditure by private industry, 
The response by companies approached for information — about 650 — 
has been extremely good and this article presents preliminary estimates 
of the changes in capital expenditure between 1954 and 1955 and the 
expected changes between 1955 and 1956 based on returns received 
for the first inquiries. These estimates relate to changes in fixed 
capital expenditure, i.e. expenditure on fixed capital assets, and 
exclude expenditure on stocks and other current assets. 

The census of production provides annual figures of capital 
expenditure. The purpose of this new inquiry is to provide information 
quarter by quarter about the short term changes in private industry’s 
capital expenditure and, in addition, some indication of what industry 
is proposing to spend in the future. The first inquiries which were 
made during the summer and autumn of 1955 asked for figures of 
actual capital expenditure during the calendar year 1954 (to provide 
a base from which to measure subsequent changes in expenditure) 
and an estimate of expenditure during the whole of 1955; a forecast 
of expenditure during 1956, and the actual expenditure during each 
of the first three quarters of 1955. Future inquiries will ask for actual 
expenditure in each past quarter and, in the autumn of each year, 
for a forecast of expenditure during the following year. 

One of the consequences of the inquiry is, of course, that estimates 
of annual changes in industry’s capital expenditure can be made sooner 
than has been possible in the past and the table below gives preliminary 
estimates of the changes in actual expenditure between 1954 and 1955 
as well as indications of industry’s intentions in 1956. The description 
below of the scope of the inquiry and the methods used to obtain the 
results is designed to help in the interpretation of the statistics shown 


Companies Included in the Iaquiry 


The inquiry was made of some 650 com rand 
engaged in a wide variety of economic activities rites’ activities and porte: Rey tom = 
facturing, distribution, transport and service trades. The eupetiies 
sampled are, in the main, companies whose securities are quoted on 
United Kingdom Stock Exchanges, the expenditure of subsidiaries 
being covered by parent companies. Some unquoted subsidiaries 
of overseas companies are included in the sample, as are some co- 
operative societies. 

It is, of course, a limitation of the results of the inquiry that they 
are based almost entirely on the capital expenditure of quoted public 
companies and this must be borne in mind when using the results of 
the inquiry. In some groups of industries, for example, most of 
manufacturing industry and shipping, the expenditure of these com- 
panies and their subsidiaries represents a high proportion of the total 
of private investment but in others, particularly the distributive and 
service trades, they represent a much smaller proportion. 


Information Obtained 


The definitions of expenditure covered by the inquiry are similar 
to those used for the census of production and the national income 
estimates. Companies are asked to include all expenditure charged 
to capital account on assets for use or installation in the United 
Kingdom and for inquiries into past expenditure to show separately 
expenditure on plant and machinery; vehicles and vessels; and new 
building work. 


For forecasts of future expenditure a single figure is required for

the first two categories. They are asked to exclude expenditure on 
Jand and the purchase of existing buildings and to make no deduction 
for receipts from the sale of assets. Most companies make a single 
return of their expenditure but some of the larger companies are 
asked as far as possible to give separate particulars for their main 
industrial divisions. 


Calculation of Results 


Changes in capital expenditure have been calculated by grossing 
up ‘the expenditure of responding companies to obtain estimates of 
theexpenditure by companies in the population from which the sample 
was selected and comparing this with a similar estimate of the expendi- 
ture of the same companies in the previous period. 

The first stage of estimating changes between 1954 and 1955 was 
to compare estimates made in this way from companies making returns 
of actual expenditure during 1954 and forecasts of expenditure during 
1955. There is very little guide at this early stage in the inquiry as 
to the nature of companies’ forecasts of future expenditure and whether 
in general they tend to exceed or fall short of actual expenditure. By 
the end of the year a considerable number of the companies co- 
operating in the inquiry had made returns of the actual expenditure 
during each of the first three quarters of 1955 and a comparison of 
these companies’ expenditure during this period with their previous 
forecasts for the whole year showed that, in general, substantially less 
than three quarters of their forecasts of expenditure had been spent 
during this period. 

The changes in capital expenditure based on information supplied 
by companies making returns of actual expenditure during 1954 and 
forecasts of expenditure during 1955 have been adjusted in the light 
of this information and on the assumption that the rate of expenditure 
during the last quarter of the year will be the same as that during the 
first three-quarters. It is these adjusted changes which are shown in 
the table; the table gives changes in expenditure at the current prices 
of the two years. 


Provisional Estimates 


These estimates should be regarded as provisional. The inquiry 
has as yet provided no guidance as to the level of expenditure in the 
fourth quarter as compared with expenditure in the earlier quarters. 
A preliminary analysis of the returns of actual expenditure during 
each of the first three-quarters of 1955 indicates that expenditure 
was rising sharply during the year. In manufacturing industry 
expenditure during the first quarter represented 29 per cent. of the 
total for the nine months, the second quarter 32 per cent., and the 
third quarter 39 per cent. ; the increase in expenditure on building work 
_ was somewhat steeper than that on plant machinery and vehicles. 
The trends outside manufacturing industry were similar but not so 
marked. The preliminary estimates of changes may, in consequence, 
be subject to considerable revision when the actual expenditure of 
contributing companies for the whole of 1955 is available; and, as 
the figures above seem to suggest, any revision may well be in an 
upward direction. 


Estimates of changes between 1955 and 1956 have been made by 
comparing companies’ forecasts of expenditure during 1956 with 
the forecasts of expenditure during “1955. In general, companies’ 
forecasts for 1956 will have been made on a similar basis to their 
forecasts for 1955 and the comparison of the two sets of figures is 
the best method of obtaining estimates of changes between 1955 and 
1956. Forecasts for 1955, however, were returned during the late 
summer and it is known that a number of companies, in making 
forecasts, took account of their actual expenditure during the first 
part of the year ard any revisions of their original plans. 

The effect of comparing forecasts for 1956 made towards the end 
of 1955 with forecast for 1955, which had been revised downward in 
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the light of experience, may be to overstate to some extent the changes 
between the two years. In view of this and the fact that a number of 
companies have not yet been able to make returns, the changes shown 
in the table should be treated with caution. As the figures for 1956 
submitted by companies relate to their forecasts of expenditure, the 
changes must be taken to relate to the current prices of the two years 
but it is impossible to know what allowances have on average been 
made for rises in prices, 


Changes in Manufacturing Industry 

Changes in capital expenditure in manufacturing industry calcula- 
ted in the manner described above are shown in the table on page 207. 

As explained earlier in this article, the expenditure of quoted public 
companies and their subsidiaries represents a high proportion of total 
expenditure in most manufacturing industries. For manufacturing 
industry as a whole, the actual.expenditure during 1954 of companies 

returns was nearly half that shown by the provisional estimates 
of the census of production relating to that year* and the estimated 
expenditure of companies from which the sample was selected was 
over two-thirds of the total. In some of the industry groups shown 
separately in the table — for example iron and steel and motor vehicles — 
companies in the field covered by the inquiry represent virtually the 
whole of expenditure in the group. 

In others — for example, textile and clothing, and paper and printing 
~ they are estimated to represent only about a quarter of the total, 
and the trends shown in the table may not necessarily be representative 
of the group as a whole. It has been thought best, however, to obtain 
changes for manufacturing industry as a whole by weighting the 
changes shown for the separate industry groups by the estimates of 
total expenditure obtained from the provisional results of the census 
of production for 1954. 

Shipping 

The changes shown for this industry are based on returns received 
from a sample of shipowning companies selected in the manner 
described above and on returns received from the tanker-owning 
subsidiaries of mineral oil refining companies. Companies are asked 
to show separately their actual expenditure and that St of their sub- 
sidiaries resident in the United Kingdom on new ships; second-hand 
ships purchased from non-resident companies; additions, alterations 
or improvements of a capital nature to existing ships; and other capital 
expenditure on assets for use or installation in the United Kingdom. 

In making forecasts, companies are asked to provide for ships, a 
single figure of expenditure separately from other expenditure. It is 
estimated that the expenditure returned by contributing companies 
represented about three-quarters of the total United Kingdom 
expenditure on ships. 


Other Industries 


The changes shown in the table against this heading are based on 
returns received from companies operating in a wide range of 
industries outside manufacturing industry and shipping. These 
include building and contracting (Standard Industrial Classification 
Order XVII); transport other than shipping (part of Order XIX); 
distributive trades (Order XX); ag owning (part of Order XXII); 
and miscellaneous services (Order XXIV). The capital expenditure 
in 1954 of all companies from which the sample was selected is 
estimated to have been about £100 million; the estimate of total 
expenditure used in the national accounts for these industries is about 
£250 million. In view of the limited coverage of this sector and the 
fact that the sampling error for this heterogeneous group of industries 
is likely to be larger than that in the other parts of the inquiry, the 
changes shown should be treated with the greatest caution.

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Review of United Kingdom Overseas Trade in 1955 


UNITED KINGDOM EXPORTS in 1955 reached a record total of 
£2,905 million, an increase of £231 million, or 8} per cent. over the 
figure for 1954, the previous highest year. Including re-exports, 
amounting to £119 million (18 per cent. up on 1954) the total value 

shipments exceeded the £3,000 million mark. The growth in 
export trade was, however, overshadowed by a rise in imports between 
1954 and 1955 of £512 million, or 15 per cent. to £3,886 million. 
At this level, imports, which had shown comparatively little change in 
value in the years 1952 to 1954, were only some £20 million lower than 
in the peak year of 1951 when commodity prices had risen steeply 
following the outbreak of the Korean War. As a consequence of the 
greater rise of imports in 1955 the visible trade deficit rose to £72 
million a month compared with £50 million a month in 1954, thus 
sharply reversing the downward trend of the deficit during the 
previous three years. 

The increase in exports in 1955 owed something to the effects of 
the dock strike in October 1954, which delayed into the early months 
of 1955 some shipments which would otherwise have been recorded 
in 1954. When allowance is made for this in both years, the increase 
in the value of exports in 1955 was probably a little over 5 per 
cent., and the increase between 1953 and 1954 was probably about

the same. Moreover, since export prices fell slightly between 1953 and 
1954 but rose a little between 1954 and 1955, the rate of increase in 
the volume of shipments on the adjusted basis was probably a little 
less in 1955 than in 1954. Against this, the serious further dislocation 
of export trade resulting from the dock and railway strikes of May/June 
1955, although very largely made good later in the year, may have led 
on a small scale to cancellation or deferment of orders, thus slightly 
reducing the year’s total. Import trade was less seriously delayed, and 
the hold-up during the October 1954 strike was apparently largely 
recovered by the end of the year, so that the annual figures were 
probably not significantly distorted. 


Volume and Prices 


After declining in 1952 but recovering to about the 1951 level in 
1953 and 1954, the volume of imports increased sharply in 1955 and 
was 114 per cent. higher than in 1954. Although comparisons over a 

period are necessarily very tenuous owing to changes in the 
composition and relative prices of merchandise, it appears that in 
1955 for the first time since the war the volume of imports has 
approximately regained the 1938 level. 


The volume of United Kingdom exports fell by 4$ per cent. 
between 1950 and 1953, but rose on the recorded figures by over 
4 per cent. between 1953 and 1954, and by nearly 74 per cent. between 
1954 and 1955. If, however, allowance is made for the strike effect 
described above, the increase in 1954 was probably rather more than 
5 per cent., and in 1955 slightly less than 5 per cent. In contrast to 
the position on imports, by 1955 the volume of exports was around 
three-quarters above the 1938 level. 


Import prices were 3 per cent. higher on average in 1955 than in 
1954, Prices of food imports declined in the first three-quarters of the 
year, but rose again (partly due to seasonal factors) in the last quarter; 
for the year they were 1 per cent. higher than in 1954, Prices of 
imports of basic materials and manufactured goods (a large proportion 
of the latter being in fact commodities required for further processing 


in United Kingdom industry) showed a general upward trend 


throughout the year and were 4 per cent. and 9 per cent. respectively 
higher on average than in 1954, 


Export prices, which had been remarkably stable during most of 
1953 and 1954, rose at a rate of about one point a quarter in 1955, and

Although a rough estimate has been made above of the effect on 
the annual figures of the delay to which export goods in general were 
subjected by the October 1954 dock strike, the assumed overspill into 
1955 cannot be allocated between the goods concerned.

ormance of different products in 1954 and 1955 must therefore 

judged on the figures recorded in the Trade Accounts. Some goods 
probably suffered more disturbance than others through the dock 
strike, however, and the recorded figures should be viewed with this 


reservation in mind. 

The metals group of manufactures achieved the largest proportion- 
ate increase in value between 1954 and 1955 (17 per cent.), but this 
was partly due to the substantial price rise in copper though the 
volume of metal exports also increased. Exports of ‘other manu- 
factures’ were 134 per cent. higher in 1955, and the value of 
engineering products rose by nearly 10} per cent. Textiles were the 
only main group of manufactures to show a fall (of over 3} cent.) 
between the last two years, in ecatiouation of thet gunegelly wnward 
tendency since 1952. 

Although engineering exports increased by a smaller percentage 
than metals and ‘other manufactures,’ by virtue of their two-fifths 
share in our export trade they provided the biggest absolute contribu- 
tion to the rise in United Kingdom exports in 1955. At £1,119 million, 
engineering exports were £105 million more than the previous highest 
total in 1954. Goods in the machinery divisions were particularly 
successful. of electric machinery, apparatus, etc., rose by 
nearly 13 on cent. to £192 million in 1955. The United States, 
Australia, New Zealand, Rhodesia and Nyasaland, and India took 
substantially more; electric wires, cables, etc., did well, with an 
increase of £8 million (43 per cent.).

There were gains in South Africa, Australia, and 
Rhodesia and Nyasaland, but exports to Sweden, our largest European 
market, were only half their 1954 value, and the United States also 
took less last year. Competition from Germany was largely responsible 
for these declines; Germany’s car exports to Sweden almost doubled 
between the first three quarters of 1954 and 1955, and to the United 
States they multiplied nearly fivefold. Our commercial vehicles and 
chassis exports were more successful, rising by 26 per cent. over 1954 
to nearly £86 million last year; most Commonwealth countries and 
Finland took more. 


Exports of cycles also did well, and at £21 million in 1955 were 
15 per cent. more than in the previous year; but there was no increase 
in shipments to the United States, their largest market. After declining 
between 1953 and 1954, exports of aircraft rose by 26 per cent. last 
year, to nearly £40 million. In the smaller divisions of engineering 
products, exports of scientific instruments, etc., increased by nearly 
124 per cent. and of ships and boats by 5 per cent. but exports of 
railway vehicles were 8} per cent. lower than in 1954. 


Within the metals group, the value of exports of non-ferrous base 
metals rose by one-third between the last two years, to omy! £75 
million in 1955. Four-fifths of the increase was in shipments of copper 
and copper alloys (mainly copper wire); the quantity exported was 
25 per cent. more and the average price 32 per cent. higher than in 
1954. Iron and steel exports were 144 per cent. above the 1954 level, 
with substantial increases to some Commonwealth markets and to 
Spain and Iran. Amongst manufactures of metals, half of the increase 
of 13 “yd cent. was due to higher shipments of arms and ammunition 
in 1955. 


Exports of ‘other manufactured goods’ reached a new high level of 
£562 million in 1955. Chemical exports continued their upward 
movement with a rise of 14 per cent. over 1954 to £233 million. The 
larger Commonwealth markets, several European countries, Iran, 
and the Netherlands Antilles and Indonesia took substantially more. 
Pigments, paints and varnishes, synthetic detergents, and tetra-ethyl 
lead anti-knock did particularly well. Amongst the smaller 
components of ‘other manufactures’, platinum, plate and sheet glass, 
musical instruments, rubber tyres and tubes, paper and board, etc., 
and printed matter all showed considerable improvements in 1955. 


In the textile field the generally downward tendency of the previous 
three years persisted. Including wool tops, exports totalled £346 
million, £13 million less than in 1954. Shipments of cotton fabrics 
continued to fall and were £11 million (14 per cent.) lower in 1955 
with heavy j mg to Australia, South Africa and Rhodesia and 
Nyasaland. apanese competition was a factor in the Australian 
market, but i ¥ the other countries there were substantial decreases in 
total imports of cotton piece goods. Exports of synthetic fibre fabrics, 
after improving slightly between 1952 and 1954, declined sharply last 
year, by over 24 per cent. in value. Wool goods had a more successful 
year, however, and exports of yarns, fabrics and tops were 4} per cent. 
above the 1954 level; shipments of woven woollen fabrics to the 
United States were over half as much again in 1955. There was also 
a small increase in miscellaneous textile manufactures last year. 


exports other than manufactures, there were increases in 

1955 in both the food, beverages and tobacco class and the basic 

materials class; shipments of whisky were 11} per cent. more than in 

1954, and exports of cut staple fibre more than doubled. In the 

mineral fuels and lubricants class, however, shipments of coal were 

6 per cent. less than in 1954 and exports of petroleum and petroleum 

products fell by 8 per cent. following the completion of new refineries 
in the Middle East and elsewhere.

owing to lower prices. Re-exports of tea were 19 per cent. higher in 
value last year, though the quantity re-exported was only 4} per cent. 
more. 


Imports 

The steep rise in imports in 1955 was chiefly concentrated upon 
industrial materials and fuels. Coal and iron and steel accounted for 
one-quarter of the total increase of £512 million, and non-ferrous 
metals, metal ores and scrap, timber, pulp and paper, and rubber, 
between them for a further two-fifths. 

On the classification used in the Trade Accounts, manufactured 
goods were responsible for the biggest increase compared with 1954, 
both absolutely and proportionately; arrivals totalled £894 million 
in 1955, 314 per cent. more than a year earlier. Much of this increase 
related to semi-manufactures required for further processing: the 
rise in the value of imports of finished manufactures (including 
machinery), though proportionately substantial in many cases, was 
not very large in comparison with the increase in total imports. 
Imports of mineral fuels and lubricants were 244 per cent. (£31 
million) higher in 1955 than the year before, and arrivals of basic 
materials were 10 per cent. (£101 million) more. Imports of food, 
beverages and tobacco in the first post-war year completely free of 
rationing were about 8} per cent. above the 1954 level, but owing to 
the scale of our food, etc., imports the increase in value terms (£115 
million) was half as much as the rise in manufactured imports. 

In the food, beverages and tobacco class the most notable increase 
between the last two years was in imports of cereals and feeding 
stuffs. Sales of Government stocks served to reduce imports in 1954 
and coupled with the poor quality of the United Kingdom harvest 
in the same year, resulted in a rise of £58 million or nearly 27 per cent. 
in imports in 1955, to £277 million. The increase came largely from 
dollar sources. Nevertheless, the value of last year’s imports was less 
than in 1951 or 1952 owing to lower prices. Imports of meat were also 
substantially higher last year, rising by 144 per cent. compared with

1954, to £293 million. Beef, mutton and lamb from Australia, New 
Zealand, and the Argentine were chiefly responsible, but imports 
from the Irish Republic were lower. There was a substantial switch 
in types of meat imported from frozen to chilled beef and from mutton 
to lamb. Imports of fruits and vegetables (£222 million) continued 
the upward movement of the previous two years, with a rise of 9} 
per cent.; both fresh fruits and tinned and bottled fruits, showed 
considerable increases. The coffee, cocoa, tea, etc., division was the 
only one in which a substantial decrease (of 74 per cent.) occurred 
last year. Arrivals of raw cocoa were £8 million (15 per cent.) less 
than in 1954, mainly because prices were lower, and imports of cocoa 
preparations fell by 30 per cent. The quantity of tea i in 1955 
was 8 per cent. below the heavy imports of the previous year, but 
higher average prices made the value of arrivals only 1 per cent. less 
than in 1954. Imports of tobacco were 134 per cent. more in 1955, 
approaching £87 million; over £5 million of the increase comprised 
purchases financed by the United States under the Mutual Aid 


programme. 

Rising production of goods for home consumption, investment, 
and for export naturally resulted in heavy increases in 1955 in arrivals 
of basic materials, a very large part of which have to be imported into 
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the United Kingdom. Imports of rubber showed the most spectacular 
rise; at £96 million they were almost double the 1954 figure, with an

price: re-exports, , amounted to 25, tons more 
than in 1954. Another big rise took place in imports of timber, which 
at £193 million were 24 cent. above the 1954 level; there were 
heavy arrivals of softw from the Soviet Union, Finland, Sweden 
and Canada. Stocks of imported softwood were 22 per cent. higher 
in October 1955 than a year earlier and it seems probable that imports 
will be somewhat lower this year. The demand for woodpulp ‘for 
paper-making and for rayon manufacture continued to rise; imports 
in this division amounted to £107 million, 23 per cent. more than in 
the previous year. The expansion of home steel production and a rise 
in freight charges led to an increase of 29 per cent. in the value of 
i of iron ore and iron and steel scrap which were valued at 
£91 million in 1955, and there was also some rise in arrivals of non- 
ferrous metal ores. Imports of the main textile materials, on the other 
hand, declined last year. There was a sharp fall in imports of cotton 
which at under £99 million were 214 per cent. below the 1954 level; 
the uncertainties about American policy on the disposal of surplus 
cotton, and lower activity in the cotton industry, led to lower consump- 
tion and to a big fall in stocks. The slight decline in the value of wool 
arrivals (to £192 million) masked an increase of 6 per cent. in the 
quantity of raw wool imported, average prices being one-tenth lower 
than in 1954, The only other division to show a reduction last year 
was oilseeds, etc., the decrease being mainly in imports of ground 
nuts. Imports of palm oil, etc., were higher than in 1954, however. 

With no increase in home production of coal last year, but with 
rising demands from industry, and with the quantity of exports only 
one-tenth down, coal had to be imported in 1955 on a scale never 
before undertaken by this country, Over 11 million tons were imported 
last year, four times as much as in 1954, at a cost of £74 million. 
Half was from the United States, France, Belgium and Poland 
supplying most of the remainder. Imports in the petroleum division 
of the mineral fuels and lubricants class also rose last year by 7} per 
cent. to nearly £336 million. Arrivals of crude petroleum were 
unchanged from 1954, but imports of motor spirit, kerosene, gas oil 
and fuel oil showed substantial increases in 1955. 

As pointed out above, the rise in imports classed as manufactures 
related largely to materials required for further processing by British 
manufacturers. The demands of the metal-using industries for home 
and export production out-ran domestic steel supplies (despite a rise 
of 7 per cent. in home steel production), with the result that iron and 
steel imports amounted to £99 million last year, three and a half 
times as much as in 1954, over two-fifths coming from the dollar area. 
Pig iron accounted for £8 million of the rise, ferro-alloys for £54 
million, ingots, blooms, billets and slabs for £14 million, bars and rods 
for £54 million, and black steel sheet for £16 million. Imports of non- 
ferrous base metals also increased in value between the last two years, 
by one-third to £231 million in 1955. Higher prices were partly the 
cause. Copper imports rose by 33 per cent. in average price but only 
3 per cent. in quantity; the higher consumption of copper by industry 
in 1955 being partly met from disposals of Government trading 
stocks. Nickel, aluminium, lead and zinc also showed price as well 
as quantity increases. Imports of plywood, at £24 million, were 
36 per cent. higher than in 1954, while fibre building board rose by 
42 per cent., to £7 million, Higher consumption of newsprint resulting 

an increase in the size of newspapers was accompanied by an 
increase of 24 per cent. (£4 million) in imports of newsprint, while 
the continuing heavy demand for paper and paper board for packaging, 
etc., resulted in a rise of £10 million in other paper and board imports. 
Imports of chemicals continued to increase and were 10} per cent. 
more than in 1954. In the textile field, imports of grey cotton cloth 
were 16 per cent. more last year than in 1954; this followed an 
increase of more than two-and-a-half times between 1953 and 1954. 
Amongst finished manufactures, arrivals of electric machinery, 
apparatus, etc., which have risen rapidly since 1952, were last year 
47 per cent. above the 1954 level, the chief increases being in television 
apparatus and electronic valves. Imports of machinery other than 
electric were 23 per cent. higher in 1955, at £92 million, while 
scientific instruments, etc., showed a rise of 16 per cent. Arrivals 
clothing, footwear, etc., were £5 million more than in 1954, exceeding 
£18 million last year. 


Note: ‘These Trade Accounts figures differ from those for visible 
trade in the balance of payments, where imports are entered f.o.b. 
and insurance and freight, in so far as they are paid abroad, are in- 
cluded in invisible expenditure. There are also significant differences 
in timing and coverage between the two sets of figures.

Hire-Purchase Advertisements 


The President of the Board of Trade, Mr. Peter Thorneycroft, 
said the Newspaper Proprietors’ Association, the Periodical Pro- 
prietors’ Association and the Independent Television Authority have 
already been asked for their views on this subject as a preliminary to 
legislation to control the acceptance of hire-purchase advertisements. 


Synthetic Rubber Production 


Synthetic rubber was not yet produced in the United Kingdom 
on a commercial scale, the President said, although pilot plants were 
im existence and certain companies had ‘announced plans for com- 
mercial production in the future. 


Steel Production 

The President said he was advised by the Iron and Steel Board 
that steel production was expected to increase over the three years 
1956-1958 by more than 3 million ingot tons. Within this cheval 
figure there would be substantial increases in sheét capacity and 
some increases towards the end of the period in plate capacity. Plans 
for succeeding years were under consideration. 

The President said he was aware that crane makers were having 
difficulties in obtaining their full needs of steel from home production 
as were other industries. Production of steel was 


manufacturing 
imcreasing and direct exports of steel were being limited.

‘The President said he hoped to introduce a Monopolies Bill some 
time in February. 





Trade with China 

Trade between this country and China was 28 per cent. higher in 
1955 than in the previous year, it was stated. The prospects were 
that it would be maintained at this level in 1956. 


References to Monopolies Commission 


The President said he was not proposing for the time being to 
make any further references to the Commission. 


Danish Duties on Textiles 


Asked what representations Her Majesty’s Government had made 
to the Government of Denmark concerning the proposed tariff on 
the import into Denmark of British textile goods, the President said 
most of the Danish textile duties were bound under the G.A.T.T. 
in 1949 in the form of the then existing specific duties with i 
ad valorem alternatives. The latter were about equivalent to the pre- 
war incidence of the specific duties. A change to these alternative 
duties, which was what was proposed, would be within Denmark's 
international obligations and there was no ground on which Her 
Majesty’s Government could base representations. 


G.A.T.T. Negotiations 


Her Majesty’s Government fully supported the decision of the 
Contracting Parties to the General Agreement on Tariffs and Trade 
to conduct the present negotiations on the usual product-by-product 
basis, the President said. An alternative plan was at one stage presented 
which would not, in his view, have ensured equitable results for all 
participating countries. 


Bankruptcies During 1955 
In 1955 there were 2,163 bankruptcies, as compared with 2,176 
and 2,222 in the years 1954 and 1953 respectively, it was stated. 
Bankruptcies in the clothing industry during 1955 numbered 32; 
comprising tailors, 11; dressmakers, 8; other garment manufacturers, 
11; boot and shoe manufacturer, 1; boot and shoe repairer, 1.

Export Licences for Armaments 

The President was asked about applications from Effra Limited, 
of Chesterton, Newcastle, Staffordshire, for licences to export 
armaments. 


Mr. Thorneycroft replied: ‘It would not be proper to make public 
information furnished to my Department by particular firms about 
their business when they apply for oe ane licences, This has been done 
exceptionally in the recent White Paper on the Export of Surplus 
War Material as regards four applications for licences, but this is 
not a precedent.’ 


Sale of Quick-freeze Vegetables 

Asked what progress was being made in the sale of quick-freeze 
vegetables in this country, and how this compared with canned 
vegetables, the President replied that manufacturers’ sales of canned 
vegetables were 303,000 tons in 1951, 314,000 tons in 1952, 312,000 
tons in 1953 and 385,000 tons in 1954; of these about 7,000 tons a 
year were exported. Statistics of sales of quick-freeze vegetables 
were not available he said, but he drew attention to the figures of 
production and retained imports of these and of canned vegetables 
which he gave in reply to a question on January 25. 


Iron and Steel Small Sections 


The Minister of State, Mr. A. R. W. Low said he was aware that 
there had been a general shortage of iron and steel small sections. 
The Iron and Steel Board increased the maximum prices of certain 
iron and steel products as from November 14 with the intention of 
encouraging. producers to increase their output of small sized 
material. It was too early yet to judge the effect of these increases.

2. Importers are divided into four main categories: (a) established 
importers; (b) actual users; (c) newcomers; and (d) others. The bulk 
of licences are issued to established importers, mainly on the basis of 
quotas calculated on a fixed percentage of past imports in a chosen 
base year. For some items licences are also issued to <ther categories 
of importers subject to certain conditions. A limited number of 
commodities are ‘liberally’ licensed to all categories. 

3. The period of validity of import licences is shown at column 4 of 
the Schedule below, but see also notice in Board of Trade Journal of 
November 13, 1954, page 1058. All licences valued at Rs. 2,500 or 
less will, however, be valid for 12 months, irrespective of the period 
indicated against the item in the Schedule. 


4. The schemes for the licensing of Capital Goods and Heavy 
Electrical Plant will continue in force during the January-June 1956 
period. Details may be obtained on application (see note 5 to the 
Schedule below). 

5. Unauthorized imports are liable to be severely penalized. 
United Kingdom exporters are advised, therefore, not to enter into 
firm commitments with importers or arrange for the shipment of any 
licensable goods without first ascertaining from the importer that
